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PREFACE 



TO THE SIXTH VOLUME. 



With the conclusion of the present volume of the Musical Times, is supplied an Index, not only of the 
Music contained therein, as was done with former volumes, hut also of the temporary matter which accom- 
panies it when first published as a Periodical. This has been done at the request of numerous subscribers 
who regularly obtain and preserve the current numbers. It is only by purchasing them thus, that the articles 
and literary matter can be obtained, since no more are printed than to supply the temporary demand ; and 
frequent disappointment has occurred to those persons who neglect to buy the current fortnightly number 
on publication. 

During the course of the sixth volume, we have been threatened with a Government prosecution, because 
the Musical Times was said to be a Newspaper, and therefore ought not to be printed except upon stamped 
paper. The periodical has also been threatened to be sent to the Dead Letter Office by another department 
of the same Government, unless folded in a particular manner, because it was said to be not strictly a 
Newspaper. These opposite dangers have been boldly combated, and we are proud to think that our paper 
has had some share in fighting that good fight which has necessitated the bill at present before Parliament, 
by which the periodical press of this country will be emancipated from that red stain of bondage, the 
compulsory stamp. This is a second and large instalment of relief from the restrictions hitherto limiting 
the spread of intelligence and information ; and, should the blessings of Peace succeed at an early day 
to the horrors of the present War, we may hope that, ere the completion of the seventh volume, we may 
have to record the removal of the heavy Excise Duty on Paper, the last remaining Tax on Knowledge, — 
a tax which still presents so formidable a hindrance to the many efforts now making to improve the character 
of low-priced literature.
